i'rof. .Saunders .Says That tlio Largest Variety 
o( Kruits in the World Is Brow 
iDK at AgasBlz. 

Prof. Siuirdnra, director of I>minion ex- 
pcJimonlai farma, arrived in town on Sun- 
day for a ahorl vialt, returning to tho Main- 
land this rrnrning. Ho ie on hla annual 
trip of inspection and cimo rather earlier 
thun uaual, this year, EO that ho might at- 
tend tho Agaasizconvontion. Tho Northwest 
oropa ho found to bo remarkably lino, owing 
to tho favorable wenther and tho abundant 
rainfall. Prof. Saunders visited the Delta 
ufier tho oonvontion, and found tho crops 
there very tine, eBpecially oats and hay. 
Ooe field of oats he saw there, ho considers 
to be the finest be ever came acroaa. The 
new oi;pamery at the Delta came iu 
for its share of attention and Prof. Saun- 
ders believes it wiii be a suocess. At tho 
Espertmental farm, there are now 130 sores 
under oaltiivatlon and for sis years' work 
this maliefl a remarkable ahowiotc. The 
farm now oontains the largest variety of 
frnit of any piaoe fn the world, there being 
no leia than 1,800 varieties growing there. 
The plan has been pyatematlosliy carried 
out of testiog the difforent kinds cf fruit 
most suited to tho country, and the wonder- 
ful display waa a aurprlse to the fruit grow- 
ers visiting Agaaslz There are besides 50 
acres in fruit, 700 trees planted on tho 
beech lands on tho mountaina, starting at an 
elevation of 150 feet ahovo Iho valley and 
boing at tho highoBb 1,.500 feet above 
eoa level. The trees on the mountain sides 
aoomod evon moro vigoroua than chose iu the 
valley, indicating that the hills wore emin- 
ently suitable for fruit growing and giving a 
profitable solution if how to utilize the hilly 
scotiona of tho province, which arc not suit- 
able for agriculture. Prof. Saunders goes 
to V*noouvor ond Woatminster for a day 
and then prooeeda to the interior, vialting 
Vernon and the Okansgan valley among 
other places.

CABLE NEWS. 



Failure of the Agitation in Macedonia 
— Bonnd tiie World in 
a Sloop. 



European Attentbn Gallea to Jlie Mia 
I siontpry UasBaores in China— A. 
Btassian Sealiofr Scandal.- 



London, Aug. 5.— The movements of the 
inanrgents in Macedonia have not been re- 
ported at Conatantlnoplo for several dayp. 
The agitation is regarded as having com- 
pletely failed. 

Emperor William baa orrlved at Cowes on 
board tho Imperial yacht Hoherzollern. 
Hia Majesty waa mot by the Prince of 
VVal ea and tho Duke of Connaught on behalf 
of the Qaeen. 

Therehavobeon a numberof auioldea in the 
army during the paat fortnight, there being 
three oases of ael{*deatr action in the same 
regiment. Daring the masosnTres at 
Mannheim four soldlera were killed by aun- 
stroke. 

Prince Max of Saxony has been ordained 
a priest by the bishop of Eiohatadt, Bav- 
aria, hia father, Prince George of Saxony, 
being present. 

The 40 foot sloop Spray, Capt. Joshua 
Slocum, which sailed from Eisb Boston, 
Masa , on April 24, and from Gloucester on 
May 8, for Gibrulter, on a voyage around 
tho world, has arrived at Gibralter after a 
voy»ge of 89 daya, 

Signor Martino has been ordered to re- 
turn immediately to Rio do Janeiro to effect 
a aettlement of the Italian olaima against 
tho government of Brazil. 

Tho King of Denmark has passed a bad 
night. He aulTored from frequent pains, 
and bis condition is thought to be serious. 

Continuoua rains have ruined the rice 
oropa in many parte of Japan and famine Is 
feared. Many Uvea have already been lost 
and tho damage done is onorinoua. 

At a crowded meeting to-dsy of European 
reaidenba in Shanghai apeeobea condemning 
the action of t)h« Chinese antboritlea regard- 
ing! the masBaore of mlsaionaricB at Wah 
Han, near Kioheng, on Ihuraday last, were 
made and a reiolntion was adopted to ap- 
peal direofely to the European governments 
against the ontrage. The reaoiation also re- 
ferred, to .the inadequate manner in whioh 
China has dealt^ with the perpetrators of 
former ontragei, 

Liaat.-Ool. Moline, at the head of a force 
of 40 auxiliary troope, haa had a skirn.isb 
with the Cuban inburgents commanded by 
tho well known leader Matezia at Sanaa 
Torres, in tho province of Santa Clara. The 
Insurgents attempted to surround the troops, 
but the latter wero reinforced by 40 infan- 
try and charged the enemy, which numbered 
200, and dispersed them with many wound- 
ed. The troops captured ton saddle horses 
carrying provisions, and during the engage- 
ment 20 liorsea, carrying ammunition and 
other supplies, were killed. Among the 
killed waa Capt. Jose Reyes Cadrera of the 
insurgent forces. 

An extraordinary acandal has jaabcome to 
light in connection with Russia and the 
Behring aea patrol. About the middle of 
last winter a firm of furbrokeis in Hamburg 
received 5,000 aealskins with instruotions to 
forward tliem to London In time for the big 
February sale, whioh ooonrs here every 
year. It waa noticed that the paoksgea did 
not bear the nsnal marks, and what also 
struck the people as pecnliar waa that not 
one of the akin* bad a ballet hole in it. It 
is now reported on good authority that 
theie'skina were sent by the officers of the 
Rnaalan warship which left Bobin'i island 
last September and it is presumed that the 
enterprise was the private speculation of 
tboae who wero sent to protect tho seals. 
The Ruaslana wore encamped on tho island 
for four or five months, and as is customary, 
no ono was allowed to land on the island 
during their stay there. It is presumed 
that tho crow employed their time in club- 
bing theso aoala. Tho skins wero sold at 
Lampson's here last February. 

IS IT A FAKfi? 

Report of Still Another Onrrant Story Which 
Had Been Kept Secret For 
Fiimlly Reasons. 

San FiiA-scLsco, Aug. 5. — There ie another 
story about Durrant In circulation on the 
south side that the police have not yet been 
able to trace. It is said I hit a year ago 
liurrant was very near to jail on a very 
scrioue charge. The alleged victim in this 
case waa a young girl not yet 11 years old, 
She went to ohnroh with the young man, 
according to the report, and on her 
return to her home told anch a 
story of what she had suffered at 
hie hands that tho child's parent proposed 
having him arrostod for felony. The horror 
of making tho ohild'j misfortune public, 
however, and the fear that the stigma would 
remain with her through life, was oo great 
that in the end they determined to let the 
man go unpunished rather than to injure 
their dauglitcr, aa thry thought tho other 
ooureo would do. Only a very few people 
knew of it — the family physician, and an 
tntimato friend or two. When Durrant was 
arrested for tho Emanuel church murders, 
ono of tho friends who know the story went 
to tho ohild'a parents and urged tbem to 
allow the matter to be exposed, but unauo- 
cQssfully. Durrani's attorneys any the story 
Is a fake. 



ARMS FOB HONOLOLU. 

Hawaiian Secret Service Officers Awaiting 
Important Rebel Consignments 

at Tacoma. 

Taooma, Aug. 6. — For several weeks a 
secret service agent of the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment baa been atationed here. He and 
a Seattle deteotira are watching for an ex- 
peoted shipment of several hundred rifles 
and bait a dozen OatUng guns, which it ia 
believed Hawaiian royaliat sympathizers 
have ordered from Eastern masnlaoturera. 
There aro eovoral other agenta atationed in 
Oregon and California. Goo of the agents on 
tho Sound elated thia week that 500 or 000 
short riflea wore shipped West over the 
Groat Northern last October and Noven bar, 
loaded aboard a smuggling schooner at lUl- 
iard and landed in Hawaii, probably co 
Maui island. Some of them, lie auld, were 
captured at tho time of tho January revolu- 
tion, and the balanoo aro yet aooreted on 
tho lalanda. Tho agent who has boon here 
boars credentials signed by E G. Hitchcock, 
marshal of tho Hawaiian repubiio, and re- 
oeivei regular remittanoei from Honoluln.

Post Ortice Savings Bank Deposits- 
Increase in Ten Years of Over 
Eleven Miiiions.

— There was on deposit 
in the Post Office Savings Binka on Junt 30

Tho average sum at each depositor's credit 
ia §222 22, the average of tbe previoua year 
having been $215 84. The aconmnlated in- 
terest on asvinga daring the fiscal year waa 
§876,949. In ten yeara the aavings have In- 
creased over 811,000,000.

SOUTHAMPTON'S GRAVING DOCK. 

The Larecst Dry Dock In the World Formal- 
ly Opened by the Prince 
of Wales. 

SouTUA.MiTON, Aug. 5.— The Prince and 
Princess of Wales and tho Duke of York ar- 
rived here on Saturday t^^d^ forptally opened 
the new graving dook, said tolba the largest 
dry dook in the world, and abia to accom- 
modate the largest ship afloat. Torrents of 
rain, however, thoroughly dampenod the 
enthuaiasm of tho large orowda proeent. In 
three months' time two additional berthing 
stages will bo opened alongside tho graving 
dock, each of which will bo capable of ac- 
oommodating two ships of tho Paris and 
Now Vork typo end on. 

Tho town and docks wero gaily decorated 
with fUgs and bunting, but when tho 
eptoiai trains from London and elsewhere 
arrived the econo waa ono of damp desola- 
tion. Alongaldo tho graving dock a aump- 
tuoua lunch had boon prepared, covers 
boing laid for 400 persona, and on the odgee 
of the dook stands had been ercctod, from 
which the visitors viewed aa beet tliey could 
the opening ceremony, which waa pcrlormed 
by the Prince of Walea. Hia Royul I3Igh- 
neas, accompanied by tho Prlnceea of Wales, 
his two daughters and the Duko of York, 
came over from'Cowea in the Royal yacht 
Osborne, and at 1 :30 p. m. the Prinoo 
preaaed the lever by whioh the aluloo gatoa 
of the great dook were opened. Tho in- 
vited guesta repaired to Innob and by tho 
timo that function waa over the dock waa 
full.

An American Millionaire aud His Party 
Arrive on tlie Beaatifnl Yaclit 
" Eleanor." 

Will Make a Brief Stay, Tlien Sail 
For Aiaslca, aud Return 
Here Ag:aiu. 



Cruiaing leisurely all over tho world has 
been tho mieaion of tho beautiful steam 
yacht F.leanor, which is now paying Vio- 
toria a visit. The yaobt dropped anchor in 
James bay between bhree and four o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and will spend probably 
o day or two hero baforo proceeding bo Alas- 
ka. She came from the Sound and indirectly 
from Sun Frunciaco, having previously boon 
voyaging along tho coaata of India, Cliina, 
Japan, and in fact all through tho Orient, 
On board the veasel is a party mudo up of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Slator, j. W. Slater, 
Miss I"'loanor Slator and Mnator Willie Sla- 
ter, Mr. John W. Slator, Dr. Tingley, Mr. 
Harrlsou and Miss Travor. Mr. V\'. A. 
Slater, who ia the owner of tho yacht, ia 
many timee a millionuiro, having uniu^-aed 
immense wealth through the manufacture 
of oambrica. Ho,aa well as the other members 
of the party, have their homes in Norwich, 
Conn, Mr. John W. Slater ia a coualn of 
the millionaire and Miss Kloanor Slater is the 
lady after whom tho yacht ia named. 
The party after going to Alaska will again 
visit Victoria, and on this next oooasion 
will probably make a longer stay, aa they 
will then bo voyaging in the direotion of 
home. It ia intended to round Cape Horn 
during the moat suitable weather of the 
year. 

The yacht herself Is strikingly graceful 
and hor furnishings are very eiaborato. 
She was builb in Bath, Maine, by the Bath 
iron Works Co. nine months ago, and is not 
only the largest craft oi her deaoription that 
ever visited this port, but ia onn of tho 
largest aSbat. She ia bark rigged, and in 
oonstraotion has every modern convenience. 
Her dimeBsiona are 232 feet over all, 32 feet 
beam and 17 feet depth of hold. There are 
two water double bottoms forward of hor 
boiler room and aa many more aft of tho 
engine room, each being 40 foot in lengtli. 
She haa besides eight watertight compart 
ments and numerous other safety fjxturea, 
Even her lifeboats — two in number, exclusive 
of several small handy boats and two 
launches, one stoam and tho other naphtha 
— are complete in this respect. They are 
each capable of carrying 'SO people and are 
equipped with 60 gallons of fresh water and 
200 pounda of broad. The house-work of 
the steamer ia continuous, with a small 
deck on top on a plane not muoh higher 
than the raila of the vessel, with a broad 
promenade on either side and with a space 
the whole breadth of tha yacht for a dis- 
tance of probably one-foarth of the length of 
the craft oft and about one fifth of the same 
distance forward. The former room, which 
has a cosy awning covering it, ia surrounded 
with rugs, etc., and ia a delightfnlly invit 
ing apat. The veaael's machinery drives 
her under a full head of steam at the rateof 
14 knots *B lioiiri 1>vt i^e average speed ia 
about 12 knots. In the matter 
of internal arrangements the yacht 
in admirably appointed and spacious 
throughout. Her main cabin, which ia aft, 
is finished in maboguey and ia docoratod 
wich petintinga valued at 875,000. Bat this 
item of eipenae ia not out of proportion to 
that of tho other furniahlDga, including a 
largo and cheerful fireplace, a costly piano, 
eto. Forward of thia ia the dining room 
finished in quarter oak and containing alao 
anothe. handsome fireplace, while to the 
roar aro eight) staterooms and throe bath- 
rooms. The oliiaer'a quartera are all for- 
ward and to theao also tho brush of the akii- 
ful artlsl; haa boon applied. Another dining 
room apooiuUy arranged for the otlioors ia 
hero located, and hatha, etc , aro also pro- 
vided for their accommodation. Still more 
coDvenienoea are a atoam laundry and ice 
munufucturing machinery. 

Tho yacht curries a crew of forty nine all 
told and ia oflioerod aa follows : Captain, 
J. W. Scott ; first officer, E. W. Johnson ; 
second, W. E. Atley ; third, Thomas 
Stisen ; chief engineer, J. H. Johnston ; 
first assistant engineer, J. H. Colburt ; 
eeoond assistant, W. B. Hatch ; and chief 
toward, R. Buchanan. 

When the big white yaohb oame to 
anchor in porb yesterday she attracted 
many along the water front, and from Jamos 
Bay bridge crowds viewed hor to good ad- 
vantage as tho tide swung ho»- in. Numer- 
ous coinmontB of admiration woro paasod 
among those who saw hor, and the wonder 
was where she came from— a qoesbioo a 
little diffioult even for her crew to anawer 
off-hand.

Yukon Mines Are Kot So Bich as 
Beported— Eskimo and 
Beindeer. 

Two priests from the far northern portion 
of Alaska were pasaongors on the steamer 
(Eopeka. They aro two of the little band of 
Boman Catholio missioDaries stationed at 
points throughout that trozen country, far 
apart from olvlllzatioo, to labor among the 
Eskimo of the ooast and the Indiana of the 
interior. The two priests are Father Tosi, 
saperiutondont of the missions and prefect 
apostolic, and Father lUrnum. The former's 
headquarters are at the mission of the Holy 
CroBB, somo 1(50 miles from the mouth of the 
Skcena, and under his charge is the whole 
of tho vast] country to tho north, in which 
Bomo twelve priests and tlie same 
cumber of nans are doing niieslonary 
work. Father Tosi wont north In 
ISSij with the lata Archbishop Seghors and 
BBsisted him to pick out the ailToreDt spots 
for mission stations. Father Barnum, whoso 
district is the delta formed by the Kueko- 
qaim and Yukuo rlvera — a largo triiot of 
country just north of the 606b denreo— has 
not been south since be entered the work 
somo live years ago. The Eskimo who live 
along the sboros of Behring sea, within that 
district, are hia eapeoial charge. These 
Bakimo are. be says, the kindest, mildeab 
and moat peaceable people it la possible to 
imagine. 

"I have lived right in among theni," said 
Father Baruoni ysaterday, "and during the 
whole five years I have been in that country 
never oucB havo I eoeo two men quarrel, 
never a ohild beaten, nor angry words ex- 
chanKod. " 

Tho gold tinda in tho Yukon havo 
baen greatly o I'er estimated. Father Bar- 
num says. He has had the best means of 
knowing. Ho has met the miners as they 
have come out from the mines for tho win- 
ter, and learned from their own mouths what 
their earnings havo been. Of cjuree there 
Is gold, bnt it is not in large quantities, and 
requires much hard work to secure. An ex 
perienoed miner with SHOO or $000 in hia 
pocket might get along, but youog, inexper- 
ienced men who thoughtlesely rush to the 
mines are courting disaster. For one thing, 
they must be prepared to stay there a year 
or a year and a half, for ones 
at the mines it is difiScult 
to reach the coast. Then tho cold is in- 
tense, the B[firit thennoinoter sometimes 
registering as low as 8U degrees below Zjro, 
and there ia great liability of being frozen 
to deabb. An inotdenrt happened laat win- 
ter, where a man within a hundred yards of 
safety was found frozan to death. Laat 
year whooping govgh played havoc among 
the Eskimo of the ooast and the Inglik In- 
dian;, who live towards the interior. The 
population of Indiana and Kakimo is very 
aparee, much leas than la tho general im- 
pression of the people of the outside world. 
In spice of this the whooping congh spread 
like a plague, and many of the children 
were carried off by it. 

The reindeer that the United States gov- 
ernment have been introducing into Alaska 
have not proved a suocobs nor will they ever 
bo until the Eskimo dogs aro cleaned out of 
the conntry. This li Father Barrum's 
opinion, based upon the facts brought un- 
der bis notice. "The Kakimo dog is juet 
like a wolf," the Father explained, " and 
whenever he comes across a door he aimply 
tears it to piecea. To turn deer loose where 
there are Eikimo doga means that the doer 
would simply be klllnd off." There is a 
band of these deer at Fort Clarence on the 
north side of Morton Biy, where they are 
protected like a herd of cattle, and the 
natives are careful to keep their doga away 
for they know that these would be 
■hot on aight if they came near 
the deer herd. Father Barnum is of 
opinion that it weald be of great benefit 
to the natives to do away with the dogs and 
have reindeer In their stead. Father Toai 
is on his way to Saa FranOiaoo and returns 
North as soon as possible to get l>aak to bis 
roiaaion before the winter stops travel in the 
North. Father Barnnm Is down on work in 
oonneotion with bis mlsaion that will keep 
him aome time, and be will not return to hia 
post till next year. He has made a study of 
the Eskimo language and has compiled a 
dictionary of it which will be published.

An Interfstinf; I'liper on This Disease Amon^ 
Cattle— Cunsuiuiitluii iu Human Beings 
One of Its Products. 

The following paper was road ut the 
Agaaais oonvention by Mr, R. Hioking- 
bottom, provinoial inapeotor of oontagioua 
diaeases : 

It is now generally known that it ia a 
disease in cattlo akin to consumption in the 
human family. There baa long been reason 
for believing that tuberculoeia ia a oom- 
manioable disesae, and people that are nob 
professionally concerned do nut think much 
about it, bub now and then oonditions arise 
which demand K^neral attention, and the 
appalling prevalence of thia diaeaae is 
facing tho people in all lands to-day. Moat 
intelligent people are aware that within the 
past few years a new field In the domain of 
life has been revealed and widely explorod. 

It has been learned that in earth, air and 
water, there exist countleBO myriads of liv- 
ing things, HO miiiuto as lo lie far beyond 
tho limits of tho unaidul eye, and yet in 
tho aggrog'ito bo ootont iu tho malntcnaLOo 
of tho cyclo of life upon tho earth that 
without thoir activities nil lifo would ceaeo 
to be and tho olomonts which for a short 
span full under tho sway nf tho liio forces in 
all higher anirnale and plants would lapao 
finally and irrevocable into thoir normal 
state. 

These minute organieTia are oalhd germs, 
which livo for the moat part on dead organ- 
ic material, that ia, such material as has 
once formed a portion of some living thing. 
The diaeaaea caused by tho growth of germs 
in the body are called infectious. Tho 
germs that cause somo of the infectious dis- 
eases are given off from the bodies of their 
viotims in suob a form as to be readily 
transmitted throagh the air to othora, in 
whom they may incite similar disease. 
Such diaoaoea are spoken of hb readily com- 
munioablo, though it is notaotually the disease 
itaelf, but oialy tho germ cauiiog it, which 
ia tranemittod. Many iofeotions diaeases 
are very easily communicated from the sick 
to t;ho healthy under insanitary and un- 
cleanly oonditions, whicli, with proper care, 
aro very little liable to spread. 

Let uf" now disousa the gorm called tho 
tuberculo baoilllB, tho gorm which causes 
ond which alono can causo tuberculosis. It 
does nob exist in the body of met: T avi- 
mala in health. Without tho entranco of 
thia particular germ into the body from 
withoab tuberculosis cannot develop in it. 
Witbonb the tranamlBsion of thia serm in 
aome way or other In a living ooDdition from 



tho sick to the well, tubcrculoaia cjionot 
spread. The tubercle bicillla ia a colorless 
plaur, BO small that thousands cf thoin to- 
gether would make a houp too small to be 
vieiblo to tho naked oyo. It cannot grow 
svithout moisture or at a temporaturo that 
varies much either way from the normal of 
an aniuial. When onco it gaina lodgment in 
a body suited to its growth it multiplies 
slowly, each germ dividing and snbdividing, 
taking from tho tissues material for its 
growtn and returning to them certain 
poisons which set it free. The action of 
this germ is peculiar in that it atimulatea 
tho cells of tho body wherever ib may lodge 
and grow to the formation of little masses 
of new tisBuo, which wo call tuheroloa. 

Those tuberclea are as a rule short-lived, 
and, if the disease progreaaes, tend to diain- 
teerate. If the tnberolea have grown in 
such aituationa aa make this poaaible, aa 
in the thoraolo cavity or inteatlnal canal, 
the diaiotegrated and broken down mater- 
ial, often containing myriads of the living 
germa, may be oast off from the body. The 
germa given off an animal from this disease 
would readily sffeot other animala. espe- 
cially if their systems were anyway inclined 
to bo auaceptible to the diaeaae. There ia 
no doubt that tuberculosis la present to more 
or leaa extent in milch cows owned by tboeo 
who supply milk to our cities and butter to 
our population at large. The dairymen may 
□ ot be aware of it, bub they know that a 
cow dies overy once in a while and they 
naturally lament over their loea. 

It follows from the above that the diaeasa 
la communicable to tho human being, and 
the only unimala that aro liable to convey 
tho diaeaae are tubercular cattlo, 
and those through the milk, butter and 
meat. Tho danger from the use of milk nn- 
boiled or meat uncooked from cattle affected 
with this disease ia supposed to be very ser- 
ious. The loss of human lifo through ani- 
mals afleoted with tuberculosis is no doubt 
very great, and if there were any possibility 
of revealing tho secret at tho present time I 
would not tieaitato in saying that thousands 
of people have been sent to their graves with 
consumption caused by the use of products 
from tubercular cjws. As we are all aware 
that ohildrbu ate particalarly exposed owing 
to the large quantities of miltc they require 
and use, w« oan easily believe that in ail in- 
atancea if there is snoh a great fata iiy 
brought abont it is through ignoranco on 
the part of all oonoerned. 

Symptoms of tubcrculoaia are the forma- 
tton of tumors preaenting themselvea in the 
parotid or enb-maxillary glands, appearing 
at first aa round, hard lumps, which gradu- 
ally enlarge, finally ulcerating and discharg- 
ing an ichorous fluid. Tiiese tumors en- 
large aometimea so aa to proas on the throat 
and interfere with the breathing. The 
animal fails in condition and there ia a de- 
terioration in the quality of the milk, which 
is thin and watery. Tho mucous mombranea 
are pale and a dry cough of a dull character 
exlata. The ekin looka dull, the hair atan^s 
and haa an unnatural appearance. I<]anacia- 
tlon now proceeds in the constitution more 
or less rapidly ; the cough becomes more 
Irritable and troublesome ; the digestive 
organa are weak, and the animal will in 
some caaea be aabject to bloating. 

Perhapa diarrhcei will aet in, which will 
soon render the animal a living skeleton. 
There ia generally pain and tendernesa 
evinced by pressing severely upon the 
thoracic or abdoniinai cavities. In herds it 
will be sometimea noticed that an animal 
will become lame from no appreoiable oanae, 
and this lameness is not movable, and tboae 
who were attending the animal will use 
severe blistering and cause the animal to 
suffer from the irritanta applied when the 
treatment ia uaeleea. Thia is an Inflamma- 
tion of the joints or part affected from a 
tubercular diathesis. I might aay that this 
disease manifests itaelf by the formation of 
tnmora in varioua parte of the body In 
connection with the inteatinea, lungs, and 
even in the udder of a cow. It is so in- 
eidiouB in its charuoter that the most skilful 
voterioariaDB cannot detect its presence in 
its incipient stages without inoonlating with 
tubercular matter. 

The most important conBideration to 
breeders ia to prevent tho proKress of tho 
disease among their stock and to know if it 
con bo certainly detected to tho extent of 
making it poaalblo to stamp it out). Somo 
measure will have to bo adopted before thia 
InfeotiouB disease can bo confined within 
limits 00 narrow as to roduco tho danger to 
a minimum. Even when thus reduced tho 
tendency to increase again would bo always 
present, but when the moana of detection 
are always preaent the danger also would bo 
so slight as to oeaae to be serious.

THS WROSO TERM. 



Wo are glad to see tliit a modante tone 
has boon adopted by thoao who, in thonows- 
papers and elsewhere, now diaouea the Mani- 
toba aobool question. It ia admitted on all 
hands that the question is one of great diffi- 
culty, and that it would be moat fortunate 
if some way on which bath parties to the 
dispute oould coaacientiously agree could be 
found to settle it without) an appeal to the 
Federal Parliament. 

lb is also admitted that the proviaioDs of 
the ConttitatioDS, both of the Uomioion and 
the Province of Manitoba, inserted far the 
probeotion of denominational minorities, 
aro in fall force, and that 
it is folly to talk of i);noring 
or disregarding bhom. [The protection which 
they extend where fbo conditions to which 
the law is applicable exist, are required as 
much by one denomination as another, by 
Protestants aa well as Catholics. 

lb ia baginniDg to be eeen, too, that it is 
A aeriona mistake to talk of " ooeroion " 
when the people of a province are required 
to act In accordance with their own consti- 
tutional law — to carry out solemn agroomeuta 
that hstvs been made by properly authorized 
bodies in their behalf. People do not say 
that a man is ooeroed when he is required to 
carry ont a contract which he has made 
himself or which has been made 
in his behalf and for his bone- 
fit by persons fully authorized and 
empowered to make it. Wo dc nob say that 
a man is coerced to fulQI the terms of an 
agreement or to pay a lawful debt. There 
is really no hardship in the requirement, for 
it is for hi* own good and for the good of 
the community that faith be kept between 
man and man, la bhe same we,y and in a 
still stronger sense it ia for the good of this 
Domialon that faith be kopt between pro 
viuoe and province and between each pro 
vinos and the Confederation. All that is 
required is to find ont what has been agreed 
npon — what the province has bound itselt 
to perform. That being clearly ascor 
tilned no difficulty should be made 
about keeping the bargain to tho letter, 
either by the inhabitants of the province 
which has made the barg tin or by those in 
other provinces who' feel an interest in the 
matter in dispute. It is, in faat, lar the 
well 1> ling of all the Inhab'.tants of all tho 
provinces that tho proviaioua of the onsti 
liibion bo Oiirriod out strictly. 

In this Mioilolja oiso it haa boon fourd 
what the law ia. Tho hlghoat loj^al trlbui al 
in the land h%i pronouacod upoa ib, and all 
that remains to be done is to carry it out, 
" Coercion " Is not a word to be used in con- 
DDC/lon with a matter of this kind. Wo bo- 
lioTO that Iho majority of Manitoba when 
thoy luvo hid time to think over tho subject 
coolly and dlapaaaionatoly will of their own 
free wiil do all that their own law requiree 
them bo do to redress the grievance of the 
minority. 

A aOMPROmSB POSSIBLE. 

" lb is unreasonab'.e," say aomo, " to re- 
quire tho people of Miinltoba to ro-csbablish 
denominational sohoola as badly managed 
frd as ineffioiont as wore tho separate 
aohoals of the province previous to tho en- 
aobment of the Sehool law of 1890. Yet 
this ia what the judgment of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Ocnnoil and the 
remedial order require them to do." We 
feel fally convinced that neither the Judi- 
cial Committee nor tho Governor-Gonoral of 
the Dominion were ao unreasonable as to 
require the Leglslatnre of Manitoba to aet 
up schools that are iotrinalcally bad. It Is 
denied that the Roman GathoUo aohoola of 
the province were bad. We are 
strongly ot opinion that tho badness 
or the gocdt:cBa ci thoao schools 
does nod enter Into the queation at all. 
Ib is quite evident that whatever was the 
condition of those schools they were not 



necessarily bad. They were under the oon* 
trol of the Government of the Province, 
Ths members of the Board of Education, 
which was entrnated with the management 
of the schools, wore appointed by the Govern- 
ment. Xhe Inspeotors of the schools were 
also Government appointees. If the mem- 
bers of that Board and those inspeotors did 
nob perform their duties faithfully ond 
eiiiciently they oould be diamiased by the 
Governmenb and better men pnt in their 
places. If the sohoola, publio or separate, 
were not as good as thoy ought to have been, 
the blame of their ineffioienoy rests upon 
tho Governmenb, Tho condition of 
tho province may have had some- 
thing to do with its school system. 
For the first nineteen yoara of its existence 
tho province was in a pretty rough state, 
and the schools, no doubt, were not an ex- 
ception to the condition of things generally. 
The Govornor Goneral lu Council oould not 
deoreo that things in tho province must be 
set back to tho condition they were in dur- 
ing the first stags of its existence. 

r>ub the Committee of the Privy Connoll, 
in their judgment, express themselvea with 
aufiicient clearness in this matter. Thoy 
say in tho last paragraph of the document : 
*■ Ib is nob easDtial that the Statntea re- 
pealed by the Aot of 1890 should be re-en- 
acted, or that the prooiae proviaiona of these 
Btatutoa should ag&ln be made law. Tho 
tyateni of oduootlon embodied in 
the Acts of 1890, no doubt, 
oommonds itaelf to and adcquatoly 
Bupplioa tho wanta of tho great mujjrity of 
tho inhabitants of tho Province, All legiti- 
mate grounds of complaint would be remov- 
ed If that system woro sapplomontod by pro- 
viaiona wlilcli would rei'.'ovo the grievance 
upon which tho appeal is founded and were 
modified so far as might be uooesaary to give 
effect to these proviaions.*' 

This paragraph is reproduced in the reme- 
dial order about which eo much has been 
aaid and written. It was, in fact, to carry 
out tho euggoatiouQ contained In this para- 
graph of tho jiidgmonb that tho remedial or- 
der was drawn up. Tho language of the de- 
cision is nob Imperious. It is, in fact, 
moderate as it can well be, 
and if the grievance of the minority 
is to be remedied at all it can bo remedied 
in no hotter woy than that pointed out by 
the Committee of the Privy Council. Tho 
reader can see that if the Roman Catholics 
of Manitoba be permitted to have religion 
taught In their schools It wonid not bo 
very difHcult to make such an alteration in 
the school law of the Province as would 
fulfil the requirements of tho judgment of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, 
and would leave the minority without any 
reasonable gronnd of complaint. 

Mr. John S, Ewart., Q C, speaking in 
Winnipeg in April last, very offeotually dis- 
posed of the objection that the Roman 
Catholics wanted to have Inefficient sohoola 
outside the authority and control of the 
provincial government. He said : 

"As counsel for the Roman Catholic 
minority in this Province, and with their 
authority, in addressing His Excellency the 
Gavemor-6eneral-in-Council, I aaid, and I 
repeat it here to-night : * They do nob ask 
that their church should in any "Way control 
tho schools. Thoy are perfectly willing to 
work up to any state preaeribed standard of 
secular icstrnction, to be sabjeob to inapeo- 
tlon, and to nae school books nob at variance 
with their religioua doctrines,' Catholics 
are perfectly willing to be bound by, and 
are anxious bo co-operate In, every arrango- 
mout ntceaaary for the secular and, if 
thought well, tho compuleory education of 
all children In Manitoba." 

We do not for a moment suppose that the 
Govornment of Manitoba will be asked to 
give up the control and anperviaion of any 
schools in the ProviDoe esbablished by law 
and maintained wholly or in part by publio 
money, whether those schools are secular or 
denominational, to any ohurch or religious 
body whatever. They are responsible for 
the good management and the efficiency of 
thoao Bohoois, and It ia their duty— a 
duty which they cannot shift to other 
shoulders — bo see to it that they afro well 
conducted in every reapeot.

allowed to remalu there until they aro 
ground to an impalpable powder which is 
lifted into bhe air by every bretzj thab 
blows. When he considers that the dnsb is 
composed of a hundred noisome substances 
and contains besidee the seeds of diseastf, he 
may he ablo to form something liko an ade- 
quate conception of tho injury it does tho 
health of the citlzona. When wo think 
that the men who have control of the city's 
aCf.iirs not only take very little trouble to 
keep the atreeta clean, but permit them to be 
defiled every day and all day long 
without having tho courage or tho decency 
to attempt to remove tho nuisanco, wo are 
ablo to form a pretty fair ostimute (f their 
fibneaa to act as the preservers of the public 
health, lo is evident that a majority of 
them are either so ignorant aa not to know 
what Is injurioua to the health of tho 
clt nana, or they are ao ciUcua aa not to care 
whether tho public health la injured by their 
stupidity and their neglecb. Tho principal 
Street of this city is nob only a disgrace to 
the Corporation and a nuisance to the 
publio, but it ia allowed to remain a prolifio 
source of disease.

The New York Medical Journal of the 
2U h July contains an article on tho sanitary 
importance of clean streets.

If wo wore to catalogue tho eub 
atincea which go to make up tho dust of thia 
city — the dust that wo aro all breathing — 
the perusal of the list of uospeakable iu 
grodients would sicken many readers and 
diaguat many more. If it Is nnploabant to 
road about this abominable mixture of nasti 
neaa, and worse than nastineaa, what must 
be tho offacb of inhaling it every minute of 
tho day and night. Thia duat is a very fine 
powder. Tho air holds an immense amount 
of it in Buspmsioa. We oannob get clear of 
It as long as we remain within the city. Ib 
Is proBOut everywhere. 

City dust, besides being composed of 
many subatanoes, which It la an olTonco even 
to name, coatains tho active germs of dis 
ease. " VVa know," saya tho Medical 
Journal, " beyond qneablon bhab oerbain dis- 
ease-producing bacteria flonrish in filth. 
We know, also, thab afe leasb one apeoies 
(bhe mosb deadly of all, when the absolube 
number of iba vioblma is oonsiderod), the 
Bacillun Tuber culoais, ia^oarried in the form 
of duab from tho aiok to tho healthy, and 
that Ib la a frequonb conatituont of street 
dust, Thoao things we know, and Dr. 
Prndden hae shown bhab abreeb dnab literal- 
ly swarming with baoteria ia frequently car- 
ried high in tho air." 

The editor then gives a list of the ingredi- 
ents of which this street dust Is composed, 
which is nob nice reading. Tho roader cm 
draw up a Hat for bim«olf. He knows what

They did nob land 
here, bub went on to the Sbund, oxpeotiog 
to go by rail for San Francisco, whore their 
homes are all situated. They are all more 
less injured by their trying ex- 
perloncos in April last. One, E, B. Bail, 
who was tho chid engineer of the 
unfortunate vessel appears to bo tho worst 
off of any of his oonipauiona. at least he waa 
the only one who was unablo to crawl to tho 
deck of the Topeku when aho tied up at tho 
wharf. Both his foot were cut off just 
above the ankles and ho ia still in need of 
dioal treatment. Frank Swooney, to 
whom the press ia indebted for several of 
tho already published roportd of tho 
wreck, waa the most fortunate of the 
and is comparatively well. Gus 
Wilkstrom la suffering from the loaa of 
the big bane and throe toea of hia right 
foot; E, J. Voisinenb bad a few toea on 
hia left foot frozsn off, and F. H. Murray 
lost half hia right foot. M. Matbics had 
the big toe on his right foot amputated, and 
F, F. Rogers, who missed the Topeka at 
Juneau, bad the big toe and three others 
cub off bis right foot. The men apeak very 
highly of Dr. Dickinson, who oared for them 
Bb Emergency boapital. Wood island, and 
say it la to hiji that they owe their lives. 
As is already known the remaining nine 
survlvora of tho 27 who manned the White 
have already roturnod from Alaska. The

Tho agent of tho com- 
pany at Silka immediately olforod a rowar<l 
of ono thousand dollars and sent word to 
Klllisnoo and Junoau hoping to capture the 
thieves and aocuro tho skina. 

The tug Portland was wrecked in Yesa 
bay by drifting upon aomo sharp rocka, cub- 
ting a hole in the hull. Everything of value 
was saved and the loss is about If 1,500.

intuit place on uiy lady's dn\~sinf,' case 
t() nvpive Lkmi pins, laces and liandkcr- 
chiefs. oruaiiiciifal combs and hairpins, 
perfumery and other trifles. 

The uses to whicli a box i.s (o be put 
will govern il.s .size and to sonw extent 
its dosif^u al.so. Thus a very U{,'ht and 
graceful pattern would bo ah(3sou for a 
small matchbox, while a bold and strik- 
ing one would b(! n.sod for a box intend- 
ed to hold sticks of fir(nvi)od beside the 
open hearth. Bclwcfu these two ex- 
tremes may be found .sizes suitable for 
all requirements, and designs may al- 
ways bo obtained or improvised to ac- 
cord with any ])ur]iose. 

Anions ii :iunibcr of artistii' desifjus 
sketched and (h'.scribed iu The Delinea- 
tor is a suggestion for a pretty match- 
box that can bo arranged to stand on a 
table or be suspended nyion a wall or 
other convenient surfac(>. A f^inid size 
for a box of thi.s description is 3U, 
inches long by 1 inch hif,'h and wide, 
with the l)ac'k scrollwork about a inelie.s 
high. Tlie box should bo provided with 
a lid liiiified at the back, .should have a 
wooden tiottom and should bo lined 
with some attractive material to keep 
the matches from working out tlironj.;h 
the intersections iu the grille.s. Tlio 
metal strips used for such a box should 
be not more than one-siiteonth of an 
inch broad, as a larger size would pro- 
dace a heavy appcaran('o that is to lio 
avoided in articles of suuiU size. 

The pattern for an artistic cufFljox is 
iil.so furnished by the authority (piotod, 
and if snl)staiitiall}' carri(>d out in iron 
or brass it will ])roduci^ a strong and 
serviceable receptacle. It may bo made 
4 or 6 inches square aud 6 or 6 inches 
deep, and for sucli a size the scrollwork 
sliould be don(5 in nu^tal .-trips about an 
eif,dith of an iiicli wide. The framework 
Hiay be con.structed of a .square iron or 
brass rod or of ordinary soft wire of 
suitable size. The design is the same 
for all four of t!ie sides, and the top is 
like tlie sides, with the exception that 
its center is circular while tliat of each 
side is oval. 

To finish the box first give tlio scroll.s 
several thin coats of berliu black, lot- 
ting each coat diy perfectly before add-

iug the next. Tliou lino the box with 
heavy silk, sewing it firmly to the 
scrolls, and secure the lid to one side of 
the box with hinges or with ribbon 
bows, which may match or contrast 
witli the silk used to linn. A c()nar bos 
of similar design could bo made inch- 
es square and about 8 inches deep, with 
u lining arranged ;is described aud a lid 
hinged on oint side. A iiaudy oombniu- 
tion box could lio ])roductHl by making 
tlio two sizes togotlior a.s one box, ono 
Bide to be used for cuffs aud the other 
for colliirK. In saoli a oiuse ono side of 
ono bo.t may bo (jiiiitt(Hl. 

The foregoing are only two of the 
many patterns that can bo given iu thin 
department of ironwork, but they will 
doubtless prove suggestive to readers 
a lit.tlo originality.

A Letter ou (juarautine-Uousultatiou 
To Nlfifht on the Jobnson 
Street Kavlne. 



At the oity council meeting last night, at 
whioh all the board were preaent, the fol 
lowing letter from the D»paty MIniater of 
Agriculture at Ottawa was read ; 

DE1'ABT.MHNT op AORIOULTUUB. 

Ottawa, July 23rd. 1895. 

Gentle.mk.n:— I have to atato to you In reply 
to your loluc letter of the .5th instant on the 
ijubjoct of tho action tHkon at tho William 
Head quafftnUno ^tatlpn with respect to vessels 
onLerliiK from the Orient, 

The statemonla In your letter are belnpt made 
tho Bul)jocl; of jiank-ular omiuiry, of the results 
of \vlil(;li you will b(.< inforiuod. It haa not 
been understood for noma montha past that 
cholera has boon oiiidumlc lu the porta from 
which tho stoimora sail la such way aa to oomo 
wiihln tho doflnitlous in Sec 17 ot the amended 
quarantino icgulations. The department hag 
had no doUnlte and well authontioatod reports 
Ot.oaecs, , , , 

Tho naW..papor roporls, however, which 
\voi-M rucelvud in Apiii wore of a nature to 
move the Minittor of AKriculturn to direct in- 
crooeod vlKllance ou tho part or tho iiuaraBtlno 
olllcor at William Head. He was directed 
(April 'iJnd) to the eU'ect that: While it would 
not bo coneldored noceesftry to detain pasaeii- 
Kora If no case of cholera had occurred on 
board the stoamsblp durioK the voyoKu from 
Yokohama, that he must enquire very atricLly 
by tliu iiilerroKalorloa on oath to thu yhlpa' 
niafctera and Burgeons as to the fact of exL-itcnce 
of cholera at llie porU « liunec LIk! pa.saoDKcrs 
came, and it hu found au(^li e.xiatcd to dibintect 
lhoUin,<aKO of piiasenKeru from suoli Infected 
port. 

You refer to tlio practice at tlio St. Law- 
ronco porla of Lho iJOMiinioii, at wliioh oll'uot 
WHS Kiven to the dolliilLiona of the IJroadon 
conference, by direction of tho Minister tf An- 
ricultnro, ou roporl of tho General Superin- 
tondcnt of Canadian Quarantinoa. Un this 
point 1 havo to Inform you that tbe informa- 
tion whioh comes from the pores ot finrope la 
so complete as not to leave doubta as to tho 
facts. But the department had not the same 
precise information as rospocta tho presence ot 
epidemic cholera in Japan and China. It was 
noticed in tho nowspaper reporla that forms 
of cholera Ejuch as appear to be (ilwitys itreaent 
in China, liadiboen reported in some loculltiea. 
But there were- no authentic ropoi ta of tbe dis- 
ease having spread amouK tho Chlnoso. 

U was not reported that cholera became 
epidemic in Japan after tho dispersion of the 
Japanese army on its return from China; nor 
was it noticed la tho "Abstract of Sanitaiy 
Uepbrta," published weekly at Washlnnion, by 
the government of the United States, contaln- 
ing reports from the United States marine hos- 
pital service (that Is tho federal stovernmont 
quarantine syslomi; also from tho United 
aiatcd conbiilar service, with other correspon- 
dence, that any unusual precautions had lioen 
taken at United StaLes porta iiKalnm, ve-iaols 
from llio Orient. 

The dlrtinftction ot ail pasaenRors' luKftano 
of larKO ateamers at Wllliuni Head 
would imply a aorions detention, whioh 
might all'ect the commerce ot Hritiab Columbia 
ports; and for the juatillcation o( which the 
Minister of Axriculturo should bo furniahed 
with such delloite aud specitlo Intormatluii of 
facts, as dlailnut from KeneralisationH,as would 
coniu within the deflnllions of tho (luarantlne 
rcgu atlons. Such Infoimatlon boiuK in pos- 
sessloa I here would be no hesltat.lou to take 
inu logical action tho facta called for.

Tbe ezpUnationa of the 
mabtera in the letter oonid bi made more 
satlafaotorily In a pereonal interview than 
by writing. 

Ald MAOMiii.a>' maintained that tbe 
letter waa written in the intereat of the 
C.P.R. 

Ald. McLellan- took Aid. Maomillsn to 
taak for bringing in poUtlos. It was quite 
uncalled for, lor Aid. Maomilian to assert 
that tbe C. P. R. was stronger than the 
governmenc of the country in which he 
lived. 

Ald. Wilson declared that ho cared no 
more for the government of tbo Dominion 
than for that of t!-io United States, and 
would allow no government to gag him. He 
took lho same view as Aid. Maomilian. 

Ald. HuAoii did not see tho uoo of alder- 
men e(iui«bbling. Ho believed Aid Camer- 
on's idea was right, that a deputation 
should call on tho Premier now that be 
w IS hero. 

Ald, PAKTltlDCE agreed with this. He 
would aUo like to have the C. P. R. steomera 
cull at the outer wharf.

Icg if tbe oity would purchase copies ot the 
annual report for distribution abroad was 
referred to tbo Qnanoe oommitteo to report. 

C. M. Smith, on bahalf of Hon. A. De- 
Cosmos, asked for oflfers for the private 
roads on that geDtleman'a property near 
Fernwood road. 

The street oommittee'will report upon tbe 
matter. 

A request t\c:n Walkeley, KIdc; k Casey 
to rent tbe Tiger eoKlno was referred to tbe 
fire wardens ; tbo Wbter comnuisBioner will 
report oo tbo request of M. R. Smith & 
Co, for a better water supply for their fac- 
tory on Niagara (treet, aod a petition frooi 
Robert Knowlea ageinst the oontemplated 
dlveraloD of eewerage matter on hIa prop- 
erty by tbe oity was referred to the atreeto 
oommitteo to report. 

In bia monthly report Chief Deaay recom- 
mended, among other things, that a hydrant 
be placed at the oomer of Montreal and 
Niagara atreotr.

Mr. Sutoheson reporting on tho missinf; 
2)s miloB of electric light wire said that allow- 
ing for C> to 10 per cent, on map measurement 
for Bay, tie wires, turns, etc , and adding 
this to the 52 milea, it aocouatcd for the 
missing wire. 

Add, Paiitkiuoe still bold by hia con- 
tention that tho wire should ba measured. 

At last, after some further dieounsion on 
tbo same lines as last wo(;k, on Aid. Mac- 
millau'a motion, it was referred to the 
special electric light oommitteo appointed 
last spring 

For the month cf July tho market re- 
ceipts were §100 ,')0. 

When the report of tbo electric light 
sup.'rintendont was read stating that ho 
had, under the power conferred by tbe 
roBolution passed last week, appointed Wm. 
Uivia BB fireman at the atation. Aid, 
Partridge, on tlie motion to confirm tbe ap- 
pointment, asked tbe following qoeations : 

" I ask that the Mayor advise the rescind- 
ing cf that part of tbo electric light commit- 
toe's report which, in my opinion, ootlUots 
with tbe municipal aoLfor tbe good govern- 
ment of tbe city. 

"1. Tbe report oontains a motion in the 
shapo of a reoommeadation whioh motion 
should comply with aeo. 88 of tbe mnnioipul 
act. 

" 2. That inasiriueb as provisiou [b made 
in tho estimates fnr a fireman at tho electric 
light station at $G0 per month ho is one of 
the oity cffit;lalB. 

" li That tbo motion if adopted will 
violate sec. 99 of tbo municipal act govern- 
InK appoiutmsnta. 

" l. That tho motion if adopted will over- 
ride seo. 101 of tho muuicipal act, which 
states that in elections for municipal oflicera 
tho voting shall bo by ballot." 

To this tho Mayor replied by reading the 
following opinion : 

"lam aakcd by Aid. Partridge to advise 
tho rescinding of that portion of the "elec- 
tric light committee'a report of the 29tih 
ult., whfch was adopted by the oonnoll of 
that date, by which authoiity was given to 
the superintendent of the eleotrlo light 
works to appoint a fireman at tbe steam 
plant. 

Tbe following reaaona are assigned for tbe 

request, viz : 

"I. That tho reoommendation cf the re- 
port should have been a motion and notice 
of same posted on the bulletin board twenty- 
four houra beforo the council mot on the 
29tb ult. 

" 2. That tbo manrir of appointing the 
said fireman is contrary to tho provleioLiS of 
flfetlons 99 and 101 of the municipal aot, 
1H92, which poiut out that every municipal 
oiiicor shftll be appointed by resolution or 
elected by boUot. 

" Tbo contention ia that tho position of 
said fireman la that of an offioer of the oor- 
puration and should therefore be filled in 
tho manner defined by tho said seotiona of 
that aot. Tho contention Ib supported by a 
reference to the Hat contained in tho sche- 
dule of what la known as tho catlmatca by- 
law, as enumerating tho aevoral ofQcora of 
the corporation. In whioh Hat tho v^ord 
'fireman' (of the eleotrio light worka) 
oconrs.^ 

" If this oonteation is oorreot I oonoeive 
I shonid be aotlog qnlte properly In grant- 
log Aid. Partridge's rcqneali. 

''While the roentlon of the word 'fireman' 



In the said schedule may be reanonably in 
terpretod as presumptive evidence that the 
said fireman should bo regarded as 
a municipal tllioer, it ia nowhere 
eiprossly stated in tho by-law 
that tho persona enumerated in tho eoheciulo 
Hat aro officers of the ooporatlon, and, 
although tho act and certain by-iawa dis- 
tinctly define certain peraooB to ba muni- 
cipal ofilcora, I have nowhere discovered 
that the fireman of tho eleotrio light works 
la oharaotcrlzed aa snob. 

"I cannot therefore conolude tbat the 
reoommendation of the report ia in contra 
diotion of atatote or by lawa. 

" I am of opinion, however, that the ap 
polntment of all peraona mentioned in the 
aald eohedule either by reaolutlon or ballot 
ia a safe prooednre and one that should be 
followed in every oaae." 

Ald. PAnrniDou quoted Webster to show 
that a eubordluate oilioer or attendant was 
an " ofUolal," therefore he held ho had 
anawered tbe Mayor satisfactorily. 

The Mayor waa not going by Webster 
to-night, however, and on motion of Aid. 
Wilson tbe appointment was confirmed, all 
the aldermen voting for It except Aid. 
Partridge and Cameron. 

Ai,D. CAMEno.v Inquired how it waa that 
four men were employed at tbe electric 
light worka when provialon waa made only 
for throe. 

Ald. Braoo knew that one extra man 
had been hired for tbe test of tbe plant, bnt 
ho did not know If the man was hired for 
the month.
